Report On Losses 

He said the Egyptians lost from 
1,500 to 2,000 men, killed, wounded 
and captured. Figures quoted did 
not, he said, include Egyptians 
trapped in the three pockets in 
the Gaza-Faluja area. He said 
between 20,000 and 30,000 troops 
had been thrown into the entire 
Palestine war. 

The youthful chief of staff had 
a plain answer to UN efforts to 
keep the Israeli from fighting.

Stop Following Bevin, 
Morgenthau Tells U. S. 


NEW YORK—Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., returned from his first 
visit to Israel this week with a 
demand that the United States de- 
clare its independence of the Brit- 
ish foreign office and develop its 
own policy on the Palestine issue. 

It was the first time that the 
United Jewish Appeal chairman 
had openly charged that the U. 
S. was following the British lead 
in the effort to cripple the new 
Jewish state. 

“The vacillating policy of the 
United States is most confus- 
ing to the people in Isrmel and 
must be a great source of satis- 
faction to Russia,” Morgenthau 
said. 

It was quite a trip for the for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury. 
A new colony just inside the 
“Burma road” carved between 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv by the 
late Col. David Marcus has been 
named for him. , 

The corridor, which was almost 
doubled by the brilliant Israeli 
Negev campaign, is being settled 
swiftly to nail down Israeli claims 
to it. A score of settlements 
have been established in the cor- 
ridor since the second truce start- 
ed last July 18.

UPA Blisters Montor; 
“Shocking Distortions”

NEW YORK—Charges by ee Monitor that the Zionist Organization of America used its control 
of United Jewish Appeal funds to pressure the Israeli Government were bluntly labelled “a shocking 
distortion” by the United Palestine Appeal this week. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, national chairman of the UPA, from which-Montor recently resigned in a 
dramatic upheaval in U. S. Jewish fund- -raising, bitterly castigated Montor for his charges. 


After reviewing accusations 
made by Montor in his still un- 
published resignaton letter of 
Sept. 10, Goldstein dismissed all 
the charges and accused Montor 
of being motivated solely by op- 
position to the present ZOA ad- 
ministration. 

The charge spotlighted Mon- 
tor’s role as a leading member 
of the Committee for Progress- 
ive Zionism, the formal] internal 
opposition to the present ZOA 
leadership. Montor, in an ex- 
clusive interview at Pittsburgh 
last week with The National 
Jewish Post, denied any con- 
nection between his resignation 
and the CPZ, 


Montor told The Post, in his 
first statement to the press on 
his resignation, that he had quit 
when his efforts to “liberalize 
control” of the UPA failed. He 
said his resignation also was in 
protest against alleged efforts by 
the giant ZOA to use its control 
of UJA funds to compel the Is- 
raeli Government to bow to ZOA 
wshes at the last World Zionist 
Actions committee meeting in Is- 
rael, 

ZOA Hits Baek 

The Goldstein blast was in the 
form of a letter dated Sept. 27 to 
Montor, which was released this 
week. The action apparently was 
in response to the well-founded 
rumors on Montor’s reasons for 
resigning, plus the confirmation 
by Montor in the NJP interview. 

Goldstein warned Montor 
against raising a “public con- 
trovery over these issues at 
this time. He said this would 
be a “reckless, irresponsible act 
on your part because your con- 
tention would only serve as a 
pretext for those who for rea- 
sons of their own have been 
withholding and will continue 

to withhold support from the 

UJA.” 


He bluntly warned Montor that 
“this kind of irresponsible action, 
if you go forward with it, will, I 
believe, be properly evaluated by 
the American Jewish community.” 

Goldstein ripped Montors 
charges in a point-by-point re- 
view. 

1. Montor complained that sug- 
gested changes in fund-raising 
made at the Actions committee 
meeting were defeated by the 
ZOA. To that, Goldstein answered 
that “you should know that what- 
ever decisions were reached, they 
were the common decisions of the 
Zionist Movement as a whole in 
which all of the Zionist parties 
shared.” 

‘"¢ takes more than an ordin- 
ate amount of self-confidence to 
set oneself up as better qualified 
than the entire Zionist movement 
to judge what is in the best in- 
terest of Israel and of the Jews 
who need Israel,” Goldstein added 
in comment, 

2. Montor said, according to the 
Goldstein letter, that “the ZOA 
tried to make it appear in Israel 
that they alone were responsible

Reported Goldstein: “Nothing 
could be further form the truth.” 
He added that “the people in Is- 
rael and elsewhere are thoroughly 
aware of how funds are raised 
here.” 

3. Goldstein then took up the 
main charge of alleged ZOA mis- 
use of funds and Montors com- 
plaint that ZOA control meant 
that the funds “will be used to 
the detriment of Israel.” 

“This is a shocking distortion,” 
Goldstein, who is now treasurer 
of the Jewish Agency, com- 
mented.

“The funds from this point on 
will be used as heretofore for the 
purpose of the Jewish Agency 
program and of the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund land acquisation pro- 
gram.” 

“This pattern of operation 

has gone on for many years 
long before the present ZOA 
administration came to power. 
To asert that such an operation 
spells ZOA control, affects the 
social-economic pattern of Is- 
rael, and is to Israel’s detriment, 
is a misrepresentation of the 
facts.”

Henry Montor that the Zionist 
Organization of America misused 
its control of United Jewish Ap- 
peal funds were challenged this 
week by Dr. Hayim Greenberg, 
a member of the Jewish Agency 
executive. 

Greenberg, who visited Indian- 
apolis last week for a speech to 
the Beth El Men’s Club, told The 
Post, in an exclusive statement, 
that for the two years the Labor 
Zionist leader has been on the 
Agency executive, he could say 
“there is no basis for Montor’s 
charges.”

VIENNA—(JTA) — Siegmund 
Konfein, general secretary of the 
Zionist Federation of Austria, 
died here following a heart at- 
tack. He was 67. Konfein was 
the last secretary of Theodore 
Herzl, founder of political Zion- 
ism, and helped Herzl build up 
the Austrian Zionist movement. 
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Brooklyn Educator Warns U.S. Zionists 
Not To Push American Patience Too Far 


NEW YORK—From a platform provided by 
the American Council for Judaism, a Brooklyn 
educator issued a thinly-veiled warning to U, S. 
Zionists that their fight for Israel might en- 
danger U. S. national security. 

The warning was issued by Dr. Harry D 
Gideonese, president of Brooklyn college, at a 
meeting of the New York chapter of the ACJ. 

Urging his audience to take the world as 
it was, Dr. Gideonese said the diplomatic pol- 
icies of the U.S. regarding Israel could not be 
settled in terms of the Jewish State alone but 
in terms of the “groupings” of major powers 
around the United States and Soviet Russia. 

He said the shortage of oil in World War II 
had led to a foreign policy of protecting a 
source of oil in the Middle East. He warned 
against disposing of the alleged oil crisis by 
eomments on “oil imperialism.” 

“If some of our military and diplomatic of- 
ficials are more interested in the Near and Mid- 
dle Eastern oil than they are in the fate of the 
new state of Israel, we should remember that 
they are paid a salary by the American Gov- 
ernment to protect the national interest in the 
largest sense of the term,” Gideonese said. 

“Zionist groups can count on a great deal of 
sympathy in the United States, but when they 


mats into verbal committments which, if they 
should have-to be backed by force, might lead 
to a hazarding of significant national inter.

VIENNA—Leaders of the former underground railroad to Pal- 
estine recently met “somewhere in Europe” and agreed» that the 


situation on the continent was so potentially dangerous for the sur- 


yving Jews that it was necessary to resume those underground 
erations, it was learned this week. 


The former underground lead- 
ars decided to resume those ac- 
tivities despite the greater cost 
because of growing tension and 
threat to the DPs. 

On the “legal” level, the possi- 
bility of a dangerous tension de- 
yloping for the Jews of Austria 
prought a decision to speed up 
the emigration of DPs to Israel. 
This acceleration will be under- 
taken by the various Jewish 
agencies working in Austria. 

Another factor affecting the 
proposed resumption of the un- 
jerground railroad is the con- 
yiction among officials of Jew- 
jsh organizations in Vienna 
that the planned “legal” trans- 
portation program of Jews from 
gutheastern Europe to Israel 
‘will not be carried out accord- 
ing to schedule, due to a va- 
riety of difficulties. 


A total of 2,800 Jewish refu- 
gees have left Austria since Aug. 
5, while another 700 are ex- 
pected to depart next week for 
Italian ports from where they 
will proceed to Israel. Jewish au- 
thorities are Planning to use Six 
air transports, accommodating 50 
passengers each to bring the ref- 
ugees to the Italian ports. With 
the return to the underground 
rilroad operation, however, it is 
expected here that the proposed 
“egal” transport .of 5,000 Jews 
wt of Austria before the year’s 
wd will be easily fulfilled, if not 
ensiderably surpassed, and that 
at least 7,000 Jews, of the 12,000 
maining in DP camps in this 
country, will have arrived in Is- 
mel by April of next year. 


The balance of i5,000—mostly 
tderly or ailing refugees—are 
planning to emigrate elsewhere. 
ACanadian DP team, meanwhile, 
is screening a total of 100 fami- 
lies at Salzburg, whose heads are 
expert tailors and who will soon 
ave for the Dominioin.

Portland Zionist Council Blasts Truman Drive 


By Former Officer, Flays Implication of Jewish Vote

PORTLAND, Ore.—(NJP)—The scramble for 
votes in the final days of the 1948 campaign was 
felt by the Portland Zionist Council, which re- 
pudiated the political activities of a. former of- 
ficer in a statement distributed by mail. 


The statement was prompted by the activities 
of A. G. Gilbert, a leading member of the Port- 
land Jewish community. Although Gilbert paid 
for a series of newspaper advertisements solicit- 
ing moral and financial support for the Tru- 
man ticket, it was not till late in the campaign 
that Gilbert addressed a letter, marked “con- 
fidential” and “urgent” to a “handful of Zion- 
ist conscientious believers.” 


__The letter described the writer as a “regis- 
tered Republican: voter . . . who has solicited 
and given money to the Republican party a 
few months ago” and asked for checks of from 
$5 to $500 so that the names of President -Tru- 


Gilbert added: “I have never before solicited 
that would be sent to the chief executive. 


for financial support for political organizations, 
I am concerned only for the gratitude and honor 
of the Zionists of Oregon and Eretz Israel, and 
our unfortunate, homeless brethren in Europe.” 
The Zionist Council’s reply, signed by pres- 
ident Victor Rosenfeld, said that the Zionist 
Council “repudiates in its entirety the mis- 
leading Truman campaign brochures” of 
Gilbert. 


“It is not the policy ot Jews to vote as a 
bloc,” the statement added, “even if such pres- 
sure were desirable or feasible. The Zionist 
issue has not changed this situation. 


‘“... The Israel issue in the coming elections 
is but one of our considerations among many,” — 
the statement added. “. . . The realization of 
Israe] cannot change our status as Americans 
or our affections for the United States. ...We

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A Stormy Life In Jewish Service Is Over 





Death Ends Judah Magnes’ Career; 


Hebrew U. Is His 


NEW YORK—Death has ended the almost incredible career of 


a Jewish leader who gave himself freely to every positive Jewish 
cause and to the fight for human advancement. 

Dr. Judah Magnes died in the United States, where he was born, 
but his heart was in Israel where the great Hebrew University is 


an endtring monument to his life 
of labors for Jewry. More than 
40 of his 71 years had been de- 


voted to Judaism. 

His fight for a bi-national 
state in Palestine, on which he 
* was as uncompromising as he 
always was on what he believed 
to be the right, cost him politi- 
cal leadership in the new Jew- 
ish State, At his death he was 
outside the main currents of 
Jewish nationalism which he 
had done so much to develop. 

Leaders in American and world 
Jewry were among the 500 per- 
sons who attended a simple fu- 
neral service at the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary. Burial was in 
Shearith Israel Cemetery in Cy- 
press Hills, Brooklyn. 

His Last Visit 

Dr. and Mrs. Magnes returned 
to the U. S. late in April, their 
first visit since 1946. He came to 
the U. S. on behalf of the Ichud 
Association of Palestine to con- 
tinue his fight for a bi-national 
state in Palestine. He had been 
president of the association for 
25 years. 

Two sons were with him dur- 
ing the last days—Benedict and 
Dr. Jonathan Magnes. A third 
son, David, is in Palestine. 

Born in San Francisco in 1877, 
he received his education at the 
University of Cincinnati and his 
ordination at Hebrew Union Col- 
lege. Then he went to Europe, re- 
ceiving a doctorate at the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg. In his tours of 
the-Jewish towns of Galician and 
Russian Poland, he became a 
confirmed Zionist. 

His oratorical abilities 
brought him into increasing 
activity in American Jewish 
life. He was one of the found- 
ers of the American Jewish 
Committee in 1906 and was sec- 
retary from 1905 to 1908 of the 
Federation of American Zion- 
ists, now the Zionist Orgnaiee- 
tion of America. 

He organized the protest meet- 
ings over the Kishinev pogroms 
in Russia and personally led a 
parade up Broadway. He addres- 
sed scores of meetings and raised 
funds to provide the Russian- 
Jewish self-defense groups with 
arms and ammunitions. 

Headed Temple Emanue-El 

He became associate rabbi of 
the mighty Temple Emanu-E]l in 
New York after the late Louis 
Marshall, an officer of the Tem- 
ple, heard him speak. 

In that pulpit, he laid the basis 
for the organization of the Jew- 
ish Community of New York

(the Kehillah) and served as its 
chairman from 1907 to 1912. The 
Kehillah was not destined for a 
long life, but its bureau of Jew- 
ish Education, which he started 
in 1910, flourished. 

Another stand for the right 
as he saw it cost him the pulpit. 
He advocated more traditional 
forms of worship and customs 
than the reform congregation 
of Emanu-El could accept. He 
resigned to become _ rabbi of 
Congregation B’nai Jeshurum, 
where he had the same prob- 
lems. 

He left the rabbinate in 1912 
and became leader of the Society 
for the Advancement of Jdaism. 
He associated with labor leaders 
in working to improve conditions 
on New York’s east side. He was 
impartial chairman of the Fur 
Workers Union Reviewing Board. 

As a pacifist, Dr. Magnes op- 
posed U. S. entrance in the first 
world war. Attacks on his posi- 
tion affected the New York Ke- 
hillah and it began to decline. The 
Intercollegiate Menorah Society, 
which he sponsored, continued. 

When England made Pales- 
tine available to Jews for col- 
onization, Dr. Magnes, though 
over 40, seized the opportunity 
to become a pioneer in the 
Holy Land. He settled in Pal- 
estine in 1922 and when a move- 
ment developed to start a He- 
brew University in Jerusalem, 
he was given the task of organ- 
izing it. 

Looking on such a university as 
a bridge between the east and the 
west, he worked for an institution 
to promote not nationalistic aims 
but to permit Judaism to carry 
on its role as an interpretor and 
mediator among nations.

I Think As I Please 


TO DEPEND ON POLITICAL PROMISES 
ABOUT ISRAEL IS UTTER FOLLY 


By CARL ALPERT 
T this writing, a few hours before the elections, it is not yet 
known who has been elected President of the United States, 
or which political party will guide the destinies of the country, at 
least for the next two years. Whatever differences there may be be- 
tween the parties in domestic or major foreign policy, I have become 
increasingly convinced fhat as far as Israel is concerned, that coun- 
try can look to no party and to no country for support. Elections, 
platforms and pledges are unreal and unreliable, and if Israel is to 
place any trust or confidence in such, from whatever source, it will 
not long endure. 

Again and again, I hope, the leaders of Israel take to heart the 
words of George Fielding Eliot in his recent book: “The state of 
Israel has come into existence and is an established fact; estab- 
lished more by the strong arms and stout hearts of its young sol- 
diers than by any grace of the great powers or of the United 
Nations .. .” 

Let us not make the mistake of thinking the United Nations is 
some new, objective body, which can supervise justice with a de- 
tached air. The U.N. is merely the sum total of all the nations 
which compose it. If the nations and their leaders are weak or 
jealous or imperialistic or selfish, then the U.N. is merely the com- 
pounded total of all of these. 

Israel has already learned these facts. From the very hour that 
Arab assaults were launched against the new state which the U.N. 
had itself called into being by its decision of Nov. 29, 1948, it was 
obvious that there was no sincerity in the protestations of justice 
or impartiality. Study the recent history of the truces and truces 
within truces. Every time the Arabs appeared to be winning there 
was silence at Lake Success. The international tribunal seemed 
strangely incapable of acting. But when the Israeli armies got the 
upper hand, the diplomats became suddenly busy, called short- 
notice meetings, and threatened sanctions and punishment. Exactly 
the same type of interference characterizes the latest U.N. moves 
on Israel.

TODAY THE BIGGEST ISSUE in world affairs is the blockade 
of Berlin. The entire strength of American aerial might has been 
thrown into the task of feeding and supplying the erstwhile enemy 
population of Berlin, most of whom were not so long ago engaged 
in the deadly effort to destroy the lives of as many as possible Amer- 
ican and British fighting men. Today these same fighting men risk 
their lives to feed the Berliners. 

But a few months ago the city of Jerusalem was under siege; 
contrary to every principle of modern international law the Arabs 
had cut the water line to the city, and 50,000 men, women and chil- 
dren were reduced to desperate hunger and starvation, far exceed- 
ing what Hans and Gretchen have yet faced. These were Jews, 
allies in the recent war! Did anyone mention an aerial lift to feed 
the city? Was any official voice raised in Washington, or London, 
or anywhere else, invoking humanitarian interest? There wasn’t 
even talk of truce! 

Not until the Israeli army opened the Marcus Road, cracked 
the siege, broke the might of the Arab armies, and began to 
drive the imvaders from the country, was there any sudden 
interest. 

I have stated many times here, and I repeat: the British don’t 
want to get out of Palestine! They are wily enough to let the Trans- 
jordan armies do their fighting for them, and back them up in the 
diplomatic councils. To this dastardly and long-range British plan 
to drown Israel in blood, the United States and its representatives 
have lent their cooperation. Democrats, Republicans; Truman, 
Dewey—it makes no difference. Israel will survive only if it has 
courage and self-confidence. 

Thank God the new state does not lack for either!

NEW YORK —(JTA) — Job- 
seekers in states without laws 
prohibiting employment discrim- 
ination are questioned about their 
religion six tmes as frequently as 
persons seeking employment in 
states which have adopted anti- 
discrimination legislation, it was 
reported this week by the Jewish 
Occupational Council. 


On the basis of a five-month 
study covering almost 4,300 per- 
sons in 15 large cities in the U.S. 
and Canada, the Council report 
concluded that “state legislation 
has been effective in reducing, al- 
though it has not completely elim- 
inated, employment discrimina- 
tion.” 

In 12 cities without a state ban 
against discrimination, almost 27 
percent of the persons covered by 
the survey were questioned on re- 
ligion. The cities are Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland, Los Angeles, 
Louisville, Milwaukee, Minneap- 
olis, Montreal, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, St. Louis, and Toronto. Re- 
sponses from three cities located 
in states which legally bar dis- 
crimination—Boston, Newark, and 
New York—revealed that only 
four percent of the applicants 
were questioned about their re- 
ligion.

YOU WON’T read about it, of 
course, but at the recent execu- 
tive committee meeting of the 
American Jewish Committee in 
Chicago, Judge Proskauer deliv- 
ered himself of a blistering at- 
tack on the American Council for 
Judaism. The burden of his re- 
marks was that the Council now 
was a menace to the U.S. Jewish 
community. 

Judge Proskauer said that the 
Council could not convince 95 per 
cent of the American Jewish com- 
munity and that it realized it, too. 
As for the other 5 per cent, who 
agreed with the Council viewpoint 
‘there was no need to convince 
them; they already were con- 
vinced. 

Who then were being convin- 
ced by the Council’s propaganda? 
Judge Proskauer said that it was 
the non-Jews, who might not be 
particularly interested in charges 
of dual loyalty when made by anti- 
Semites but who begin to wonder 
when a Jewish group makes that 
charge against the Jewish com- 
munity.

The CJFWF Begins To Live Up To Its Possibilities 


OR Years now The Post has been blaming 
the Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds for the lag in the democratiza- 
tion of the American Jewish community. The 
CJFWF, The Post has contended, is the one 
agency that has been in the most favored po- 
sition to bring unity to U. S. Jewish organiza- 
tional life. Yet it has moved so slowly that of- 
ten it seemed no progress was being made at 
all. 

Whether The Post has been justified in its 
criticism, the fact remains that this democrati- 
zation is proceeding apace, and that the CJ FWF 
is the organization most responsible for that 
event. 

Just how the CJFWF acts was never better 
shown than at the recent meeting in Pittsburgh 
of the 30 largest Jetwish communities in the

Israel (50 of them today); and the second in 
the fight within the United Palestine Appeal. 

So bitter was the competition in the sup- 
plies for Israel field that the Israeli govern- 
ment sent a mission here to attempt to iron 
out the mess.

HEN Rabbi Israel] Goldstein appeared 

officially at the board meeting of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds in Pittsburgh last month, it was a nota- 
ble event. It marked the occasion of the last 
national Jewish organization bowing to the 
inevitable and lining up next to the civic de- 
fense agencies, taking its place in line.

The Denver Report On Anti-Semitism 


HE survey of Anti-Semitism in Denver 

conducted by the Opinion Research Cen- 
ter ofthe University of Denver with the co- 
operation of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith shows that Denver has less anti- 
Semitism than five other communities in which 
similar Surveys were made. Yet 27 per cent of 
Denverites are strongly anti-Semitic and only 
26 per cent are considered free from anti-Jew- 
ish bias. 

The ADL in releasing the results of the sur- 
vey seemed to see nothing alarming about these 
figures. Either that or they felt it wisest not 
to scare the Jewish community. 


But it is not reassuring by any means to 
know that one out of every four persons is 
highly anti-Semitic. Or, to look at it from the

Will Half of U.S. Jewry Be Lost? 


ABBI William P. Greenfeld of Indianapolis 

Temple Beth El (conservative) declared in 
a sermon last Friday night that about half of 
the U. S. Jewish community will be assimilated 
in the next 25 years. 


He thus voiced the theory held by a growing 
number of present-day Jewish thinkers, And 
some of the members of this school of thought 
carry their prediction into a future of only 100,- 
000 or even 50,000 Jews left in the U. S.- 

But The Post holds otherwise. 


Rabbi Greenfeld figures that the remaining 
2,500,000 Jews of the U. S. will bring forth a 
golden age of U. S. Judaism. This presumably 
would be in compensation for the 50 per cent 
loss.

BROOKLYN COLLEGE STUDENT ADDS 
DETAILS TO KNICKERBOCKER STORY 


Editor, National Jewish;\Post: 

In your issue of Oct. 29, you 
have an article dealing with the 
Knickerbocker case. In that arti- 
cle you refer to 16 Brooklyn col- 
lege students who were repriman- 
ded by Dean Maroney. 

As a Brooklyn college student, 
I feel that you should know some 
facts in addition to the facts 
printed in your paper. The first 
thing is that these students were 
reprimanded for writing a letter 
to the dean saying they did not 
intend to be intimidated by him. 
The dean then reprimanded them 
for lying and claiming that he 
intimidated the group. 

The next point is that although 
the group claims to have 80 mem- 
bers taking part in the rally (less 
than one per cent of the student 
body) it has been reported by non- 
partisan bystanders that there 
were only about 40 people parti- 
cipating in the rally. 

The third point is that the ral- 
ly took place during the Honors 
Day proceedings. It is only com- 
mon courtesy to the college you 
attend and to the other 99 per- 
cent of the student body not to 
have any other project during 
Honors Day. It may be pointed 
out that the Brooklyn College 
Hillel Foundation called off a 
lecture given by a _ nationally- 
known professor because it con- 
flicted with the Honors Day pro- 
ceedings. 

Another point is that although 
the snd was for the purpose of 


asking for the ouster of teach- 
ers Knickerbocker and Davis, 
there were only two inconspicu- 
ous Signs stating this.

‘Their Own Approach To Survival As Jews 


Children Get Secular _—s Sdusction Only In New School

CHICAGO—(NJP)—A unique experiment by a 
group of Chicago Jews in the politically liberal camp 
who want their children to have a Jewish education 
put not a religious one was underway here this week. 

The experiment is in the form of a new School 
of Jewish Studies organized by 35 families, few of 
whom are active participants in Jewish 
communal amd organizational life and 
none of whom are active Zionists. All are 
active in the non-Jewish field of strongly 
jiberal politics. 

Before Hitler such a group would be in the classi- 
fication of the internationalist-minded Jewish liberal. 
This group was the target of charges that it repre- 
sented a trend toward open or disguised assimilation, 

Assimilationist Jews, however, normally 
do everything they can to dilute Jewishness in 
the lives of their children and these parents or- 
ganized the school on their own initiative and 
they attend along with their children. Also, 
while few have had Zionist affiliation, all claim 
to have been “non-practicing” Zionists and the 
new school is pro-Israel, 

Spokesmen for the group imsisted that while they 
recognize “an intense need for Jewish orientation” 
for themselves as well as for their children, such 
recognition is not a case of belated acceptance of ex- 
jsting Jewish educational institutions. Instead, they 
said, the school will pioneer in a synthesis of Juda- 
ism and modern liberal thought and-action. 

Religion will be treated as one integral factor 
of Jewish culture rather than as the major fact of 
Jewish life. On the problem of whether or not the 
jssue of personal identification with Judaism and 
peoplehood will be presented to the children, Mrs. 
Natalie Zeidman, the teacher, puts it this way: 

“We strive for a personal identification with 
religion and peoplehood; we do not attempt te 
force it upon those unable to accept it.” 

Rabbi Samuel Teitelbaum, director of the Hillel 
Foundation at Northwestern University, is educa-

movements. 

Rabbi Teitelbaum and Mrs. Zeidman admit 
that the phrase “social progress interpretation 
of Judaism” used to describe the spirit of 
teaching, at the new school, is not an easy one 
to explain. They say it will be more effectively 
explained through actual use in the school. 

But they suggested: that this interpretation will 
be consistent with the teachings of the Prophets and 
of later social reformers. Some examples of pro- 
gressive interpretation were given by faculty mem- 
bers. 

Stress in explanation of the Sabbath, for in- 
stance, would be on its introduction of a six-day work 
week, rather than on its religious connotations. The 
exodus from Egypt will be treated as the first revolt 
of a people against slavery; reference to the super- 
natural will be omitted. 

The Post was told that this interpretation does 
not imply an anti-religious attitude. It aparently 
stemmed from two viewpoints in the parents. There 
are those who are reilgiously-skeptical and wish to 
transmit to their children the Jewish heritage with- 
out—as they see it—forcing on children a religious 
meaning about which the parents have grave doubts. 

The second group regard themselves as religious 
but object to what they consider the dogmatism of 
much present-day religion and want their children to 
know of the religion without the dogma. 

In reference to the general issue of teaching re- 
ligion, one of the founders said that “this is an at- 
tempt to eliminate the primary emphasis on religious 
dogma that usually attends the Sunday school. On 
the other hand it will give the children a chance to 
study Jewish life in the same manner as they would 
study English culture.” 

Religious observance will be presented as a social 
activity, Rabbi Teitelbaum said. Kashrut, for exam- 
ple, will be explained and prayers will be taught. 
Rabbi Teitelbaum said care would be taken to avoid 
eoupling the theories of reward and punishment with 
religious observance.

A three-teacher staff has been provided for the 45 
children under the age of 13 now enrolled.

Further enrollment is ham- 
pered by lack of space since the school now rents 
three rooms—all that are available—in the women’s 
club of Wilmette, a fashionable Chicago suburb. 

The bond connecting adult members is social 
and political activity and it is expected that only 
political liberals will seek admission into the group. 

Religious backgrounds in the parents range 
from those raised in orthodox homes to those raised 
in homes with no religious or traditional background 
at all. None received a satisfactory Jewish education, 
in their own opinions. 

Some have had no religions affiliation. Others 
were members of reform and conservative congre- 
gations. A bloc resigned about three years ago from 
North Shore Temple Israel in Glencoe as a protest 
against official reaction to vandalism of Temple 
property. 

At that time, Temple authorities refused aid 

from non-Jews who considered the vandalism a 

community problem. Members who resigned 

agreed with the non-Jews.

DUTCH JEW GETS SIX YEARS 


FOR BETRAYING JEWS TO NAZIS

AMSTERDAM—Frederick Weinreb, a Dutch Orthodox Jew, was 
wntenced to six years imprisonment last week in his retrial on 
tharges of collaborating with the Nazis and betraying fellow-Jews 
wut his defenders remained convinced he was the victim of an offi- 
tal conspiracy, A new appeal was planned. 

The 37-year-old former Dutch 
kwish leader was charged with 
having collaborated with the Nazi 
weurity service in the Nether- 
lands during the war and was sen- 
nced on his first trial to three- 
wba-half years in prison. 

A number of Dutch Jews now 
Wing in the U. S. have asserted 
that, on the contrary, Weinreb 
faved them from Nazi efforts to 
tend them to eftermination 
amps and rescued many other 
Dutch Jews under the pretext of 
Miping the Nazis. 

The American Jewish Con- 
fess and the Agudas Israel 
World Organization, made up of 
#thodox Jews, intervened on 
Us behalf without success. Jab- 
% Rosenheim, world president 
ot Agudas Israel, called the 
Weinreb affair “a kind of new 
Dreyfuss case in our times.” 

The charge was made by Wein- 
Rb’s lawyers that some police 
ificials “railroaded” him to cov- 
twp their own pro-Nazi activi- 
les and the chief rabbi of the 
Netherlands also defended him. 

Court Finds Evidence 

The special court ruled that 

Weinreb was proved to have col- 
hborated with the Nazis and to 
lave betrayed four Dutchmen to 
fe Nazi police. He also was 

guilty of spying against 
tllow-prisoners at the Scheven- 
gon concéntration camp. 
In pronouncing sentence, the 
ruled that Weireb may have 
good intentions in the begin- 
ting. The ruling conflicted with 








the testimony of a Dutch Nazi 
and Gestapo agent, J. J. C. Krom, 
who has since repudiated his evi- 
dence, 


Weinreb’s friends also said 
that Weinreb forged Germen 
credentials from non-existent 
generals and used them to gain 
the confidence of the Nazis 
whom he thereupon duped into 
helping him save certain Dutch 
Jews from the Nazi extermina- 
tion camps. 

The judge also asserted that 
Weinreb may have intended to 
save all the Jews whose names 
he gave to the security service 
but that he should have been 
warned of Nazi duplicity when 
most of them were deported, 


Drew Up Second List 

Instead, the court declared, 
Weinreb drew up a second list and 
handed it to the security service, 
and received from the Jews on 
that list large sums of money, 
most of which was paid to Germ- 
ans. 

The judge said that it could be 
admitted that Weinreb was in a 
precarious position and wanted 
to save himself and his family but 
he put the.interests of fellow Jews 
second. 

That statement also differed 
materially from the version of 
Weinreb’s defenders who said 

he did receive 100 guilders from 
each Jew he undertook to save 
but that most of the money was 
paid as bribes to Nazis, that the

Rousing N. Y. Welcome 
Greets First DPs 


NEW YORK—The 813 DPs who 
arrived Saturday as the first boat- 
load of DPs coming to the U.S. 
under the much-criticized 1948 
Refugee Act were busy this week 
looking ever their new homeland 
after a rousing official welcome. 

They were brought here on an 
army transport, the General 
Black, which docked at Pier 61 
in the Hudson River, where a 
flock of dignitaries and about 
1,000 plain citizens awaited them. 

Aboard were 161 Jews, about 
20 per cent of the first boatload 
and about twice the proportion 
of Jews eligible for admission 
among the 205,000 who will 
come to the U. S. under the act. 

Attorney Gen. Tom Clark 
greeted the newcomers im the 
name of President Truman and 
Mayor O’Dwyer of New York wel- 
comed them to the big city. 

Victor Fediai, a young White 
Russian, was unable to read the 
speech he had written on behalf 
of himself and the other passen- 
gers. He burst into tears and said: 
“This is the miracle of our sec- 
ond birth.

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National Fraternity Seeks To Put Jewish Content Into Program

EW YORK, N. Y.—One of the first nationwide 
efforts on the part of a Jewish fraternity to infuse 
Jewish content into its social and cultural program 
was initiated this week by the Tau Epsilon Phi 
Fraternity, a 38-year-old non-sectarian movement 
whose 36 chapters on college campuses are predom- 
inantly Jewish. 

According to Irving Block, newly-named field 
secretary of the fraternity, Tau Epsilon Phi, is seek- 
ing “to stimulate interest in Jewish affairs among its 
Jewish membership” and to arouse them to partici- 
pate in activities sponsored by the local campus 
groups of Hillel and the Inter-Collegiate Zionist Fed- 
eration Zionist Federation of America (IZFA). 

The Tau Epsilon Phi project to “bring chapters 
within the Jewish orbit” is actually in the prelim- 
inary stages. Several weeks ago, Joseph S. Paradise, 
the fraternity’s cultural. chairman, sent question. 
naires to all the chapter chancellors in order “to de- 
termine the interest of our members of the Jewish 
faith in extra-curricular religious and cultural ac- 
tivities.” 

Similar questionnaires were sent to Hillel and 
IZFA groups on the 36 campuses where TEP groups 


questionnaires explaining the purposes of the query 
bore a strong Jewish character, while the communi- 
cations to the chancellors were phrased more dis- 
creetly. 

The communication to Hillel and IZFA leaders 
read in part: 

“The National Executive office of Tau Epsilon 
Fraternity is vitally interested in the extent of_its 
membership participation in the Hillel (and IZFA) 
programs. Our office is fully cognizant of the neces- 
sity of a positive Jewish educational program, such 
as yours. We have always desired that our Jewish 
members be stimulated toward the values of Ju- 
daism as a way of life. We have always wanted that 
our members utilize their college years toward an 
understanding of current Jewish problems and 
toward preparation as future Jewish communal 
leaders.” 

Fraternity chancellors, however, received a 
more cautiously-worded appeal: “The National 
Executive Office has always given encourage- 
ment to its undergraduate members toward an 
active participation in the cultural and social 
welfare activities on campus. We are anxious 
that all our members should participate as fully 


them for wider service in the adult community.” 
Although Jewish fraternity leaders are gen. 
erally considered unsympathetic or apathetic 
toward any Jewish programming in their activi- 
ties, it was explained that such cautions wording 
was employed because of the non-sectaran na- 
ture of the movement. 

All the questionnaires sent out bore the endorse 
ment of Rabbi Arthur J. Lelyveld, national Hille} 
director, and Norman Feinberg, national IZFA pres. 
ident. 

The questionnaire to the chancellories asked 
the extent of participation of fraternity members in 
existing Hillel and IZFA groups on the campus, and 
in the student UJA drive. 

The-Post was told that after the survey is com. 
pleted, it is most likely that Tau Epsilon Phi would 
sponsor activities dealing mainly with Zionism, the 
State of Israel, and probably anti-Semitism. Any re. 
ligious programs would be held under the aegis of 
Hillel. According to field secretary Block, a number 
of replies have already been received, all of them 
commending the purposes of the survey and encour. 
aging further efforts along these lines. Block is now 
on a tour of the chapters, sounding out opinions 
toward “Judaizing” the fraternity. ©
